Tbe piaintiS now claims repoBsessioa of 
^e Yarauna, and in my judgmont he is 
entitled to hsre her restored to bim. Ooun- 
cel for tbe defendants have suggested- that 
tbo court should abstain from interfering 
fron: moiivoa of political delicacy. Butsuob 
argument has no force in the moutti of tbe 
deleadaots, and is aliogetbeir inapplicable to 
tbe oirdoustanoes ot tbls caie. The plaio- 
tififoomeB to this court otaimlog as oliicial 
asaigoee, and a judge in bankruptcy of the 
United States, and vuucheii and approved by 
the resident consul lor that nation, sub- 
jnitiiag to the jurisdiction, and invokint; 
tbo aid of tbe court, 

It seems to me that by tbe comity of na- 
tions this Court sbonld do all in iti_ power 
to support the judgments and prooeediaga of 
tho sister Courts of tba United Slates ; and 
I cooeider tliat I BhouKl full to do so, and 
^end iodiiecl aesisiauce to a gross act of vio- 
lence, if I abstained Itom giving relief to tbe 
plaictifl. 

The defendants, in their affidavits and ar- 
gameois, have admitted tbe plaintiff's olnioi 
•a alleged, but they sot up a bill of sole of 
the Varauna made by Colman to Spoldiog, 
dated tbe SLsl day of Miy, 1869; anJ ibi* 
bill of sale tbe plainiiQ ulle«es in frauduleut 
and void as against the e«tat8 of the baok- 
^pts in tight; ol which ho claian. Many 
afiiiavits buve been filed on both aides with 
lespeot to this part of tbe^oase: and tbe 
Court is now aeked to determine on the va- 
lidity of ihii bill of lalo BocordiBg to tbe 
laws of bankruptcy existinf; in tbe Uni'.ed 
States. Upon a careful consideraiion of 
those afBd^^vita, I am of opinion ibat ibe bill 
of sale is void. ' However anwiliing one may 
be to impute frand, it seems impceaible for 
any unbiassed mind to tesist'tbe preiinre of 
the facts discloaod— and I entertain nodonbt 
that tho bill of salo of the 3l6t of May, 1869, 
was a Bhara transaciion throughout, iniended 
to defraud the creditois ol Colman & Glyd- 
don, and as snob ToiJ accordiiig to tbe law 
of bankruptcy in tbo United States as proved 
by the affidavits, and as it would bo also by 
the laws of England. 

I am of opinioQ that subject to the suits 
now pending in tbo Admiralty Court, and 
the lights of parties thereunder, that ihe pcE- 
session of Ms vessel moaa be restored to tbe 
plaintiff, and the defetidants res'rained from 
tho comrhlblon of aiiy 'aots' derogaling from 
that possession, and that tbe bill o( sale of 
the 3l8t of May, 1869, muit be declared 
void as against the plaintifT as aaugnee of 
^j|re creditors of Colmao & Glyddon. 

The conduct of tba defendant, Spalding, 
csnnot be too strongly condemned ; and I 
di(»ot that tbe defendanta psy'tbe coils of 
this suit. 

This being in substance the decree, the 
niinates will bo aaliled by counsel wiih lib- 
erty (or either party to apply to tbe Court.
